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TOWN WARRANT FOR 1926 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the town will grant and raise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for the main- 
tenance and support of schools and the poor and the re- 
pairs of roads and bridges and to defray all other town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for high school tuition. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote yes or no on 
the question of appropriating and raising the money 
necessary to entitle the town to state aid as provided in 
Section 27 of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes of 1916. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
and raise the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for 
the improvement of the section of state aid road as out- 
lined in the report of State Highway Commission in ad- 
dition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
roads and bridges, the above named being the maximum 
sum which the town is allowed to raise under the pro- 
vision of Section 18, Chapter 25, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1916. 7
